MOSCOW — Fifteen years after Alexan- 
der L Solzhenitsyn was banished from the 
Soviet Union and its press, the magazine 
Novy Mir, long the sober center of the Soviet 
literary world, has published the first chap- 
ters of his prison-camp epic, “The Gulag 
Archipelago.” 

It is the literary event of the season, mark- 
ing the country’s rediscovery of its most 
prominent exile. Pans of lesser Solzhenitsyn 
works have been printed by minor publica- 
tions in recent years, but the author had 
jnri'aed that “Gulag," his srathmg descrip- 
tion of Stalinism and its prison camps. Be 
published before his other works. 

Nikita S. Khrushchev approved the publi- 
cation of some of his works m the early 1960s, 
but since the mid-1960s, Mr. Solzhenitsyn’s 
writings have been banned. The publication 
of “Gulag" this week was approved by Presi- 
dent Mikhail S. Gorbachev. 

The publication is a personal triumph for 
Scraa P. Zalygin, the 75-year-old chief editor 
of Novy Mn*. who battled top Communist 
Party officials for more than a year to print a 
wore that earolidtly lays the blame for Soviet 
evil at the feet of L enin and his ideology. 

And it reaffirms Novy Mir*s place as the 
sanctuary of liberal Russian thought, at a 
trmft when thin king Russia is desperately try- 
ing to decide where its heart lies. 

Through Stalin's terror and Mr. Khru- 
shchev’s thaw, i ^on id L Brezhnev’s stagna- 
tion and the g&zmarr-dizziness of Mr. Gorba- 
chev, Novy Mir, a thick monthly with a 
powder-blue cover, has beat the country’s 
best literary journal 

Mr. Solzhenitsyn, who had a tempestuous 
author’s affair with the magazine, once wrote 
that Novy Mir was “the only judge in Soviet 
literature whose artistic and moral verdict on 
a work commanded assent, and indelibly 
marked its author.” 

Mr. Solzhenitsyn has refused to consider 
suggestions that he return to the Soviet 
Union. But the Soviet Writers' Union has 
restored his memb ership, and many here 
hope that the publication of his works will 
lead to a visit 

When Moscow intePertsais first p33c i 
illicit copies of “Gulag” band to hand in the 
1 970s, devouring it hastily at night, they were 
dumbstruck by the meticulous piling of hor- 
ror upon honor. 

Now, in the era of glasnost, or openness, 
the cruelties of the camps are intimately fa- 
miliar to Soviet readers through memoirs, 
some of them in Navy Mir, and through 
journalistic investigations and dramatiza- 
tions on die stage and in films. Like Mr. 
S olzheni tsyn, modem authors have began to 
implicate Lenin in the system of repression.

Rival magazines and several publishing 
houses have also promised a flood of Solzhe- 
nitsyn later this year and next, including 
stories, letters and his massive cycle of novels 
exploring the roots of the Russian Revolution 
from a decidedly anti-Soviet perspective. 
The outpouring promises to set off a battle 

for custody of the exile's complex spirit. 

Liberals comfortable with Western demo- 
cratic values regard Mr. Solzhenitsyn's earlier 
works, like “Gulag," as among the great tes- 
taments of human freedom. 

But they are uneasy that during bis reclu- 
sive exile in Vermont, Mr. Solzhenitsyn has 
become bitter and intolerant, scornful of (he 
materialism and soullessness be sees as the 
products of Western democracy. Wittingly or 
not, he has attracted a circle of disciples who 
blame the Wen, and especially Jews, for 
exterminating Russian culture. 

More conservative Russian nationalists 
consider Mr. Solzhenitsyn a martyr to the 
worldly ideology of Marx and Lenin, and an 
icon of ancient Russian values of faith and 
discipline that they now see threatened by the 
Westernizing influence of Mr. Gorbachev. 

“It would be in the spirit of glasnost to 
discuss Solzhenitsyn.” said the novelist An- 
drea Bitov. “But the very second we begin, we 
become hostile camps — liberals and chau- 
vinists, Russophiles and Russophobes." 

AS the same, he said, ending the Solzheni- 
tsyn ban is a prerequisite for a civilized dis- 
cussion of which path Russia should take. 

In that debate, Novy Mir occupies a key 
centrist position, attempting to reconcile the 
Weslcmizcrs and the Russian patriots on a 
common ground of tolerance and democratic 
ideals. 

The magazine has lately focused attention 
on the more Western-indined 19th-century 
Russian think er?; like Nikolai Nekrasov and 
Alexander Herzen, and the Christian philoso- 
pher: Vladimir Sji.r-y.-v .id Nikolai Ber- 
d)-!'-"'. '■.v^ir.g k ii.T.iir>c alternative to zeal- 
ous Leninism and the darker Russian 
nationalism.

The Soviet authorities stepped 
up pressure on the Baltic move- 
ments on Sunday by broadcasting 
television interviews from around 
the country in reaction to Satur- 
day’s Central Committee state- 
ment. The vast majority of people

Grass roots political organiza- 
tions that were founded in the Bal- 
tics about a year ago have become 
increasingly bold in their quest for 
greater freedom from Moscow.

BOGOTA — Colombia's new 
justice minister, who is in the fore- 
front of her country’s war an drug 
lords, has resigned after learning 
there was a plot to assassinate her, 
the country's biggest news agency 
reported Sunday. 

The agency, Cotorensa, quoted 
sources as saying Justice Minister 
Monica (to Graff, in office for little 
more than a month, decided to re- 
sign Thursday when security forces 
uncovered the plot. A government 
official said Mix de Graff, 32, bad 
apparently received death threats 
and planned to resign. 

The official said Mrs. de Greiff 
would snbnrit her reagpatku after 
she re turne d from a trip to Wash- 
ington in 12 days.

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A Banker Sees Tighter Regulation in Post- Crackdown China 


A . Robert Abboud has been active in 
China for two decades and is now 
chairman and chief executive officer of 
First City Bancorporation of Texas 
and ACB Internationa 1, the first joint 
venture between the Bade of China 
and U.S investors. Mr Abboud met 
recertify with Prime Minister Li Peng 
and signed a letter of intent to manu- 
facture pharmaceuticals in China. He 
spoke in Tokyo with Patrick L Smith 
of the International Herald Tribune. 

Q. What is your impression of the 
current economic and fiiinnwnl situation 
in China? How seriously has the post- 
crackdown reaction overseas hurt? 

A. There's no question that the June 4 
incidents were tragic in every respect 
There’s no question about the impart 
since that time. But the conditions in the 
economy that need to be addressed now' 
were present for some period of time. 
This has exposed them. It is a serious 
situation. 

Q. Can you be more specific? What

gaining ploy. Some members of his 
party say they are begging him to 
rethink tbe move.

In the first meeting between a 
Chinese leader and students since 
the army crackdown on pro-de- 
mocracy demonstrators in Jane, 
Mr. Jiang told a selected audience 
at Qisgbua University on Friday 
that students should not have been 
labeled as unpatriotic and as trou- 
blemakers, according to niinma* 
sources. 

The four-hour session at the 
prestigious college fits the pattern 
of son-line and hard-line tactics 
used alternatively by officials to 
stifle campus aspirations fa basic 
freedoms. 

After weeks of student arrests, 
political indoctrination and aca- 
demic restrictions, the government 
announced two actions Sunday to 
remedy social ills stressed by cam- 
pus-led demonstrations, according 
to the state-cun news service: 

• All relatives of high-ranking 


officials have quit their jobs in 
trading companies, where they 
used iheir status and inside infor- 
mation to enrich themselves. 

• New measures will be adopted 
to combat inflation in Shanghai, 
China’s largest city. 

Together, the developments sug- 
gest an official willingness to ad- 
dress some of the key. demands of 
the students. But foreign and Chi- 
nese analysts question whether the 
actions amount to more than pub- 
lic relations. 

Mr. Jiang’s visit to Qinghua 
came in response to a student invi- 
tation to listen to campus political 
opinion at the school, which was 
adorned with anti-government 
posters less than three months ago.

President George Bush has responded 
swiftly and wisely to Colombia's ay far 
help in hs war against the drag cartels. 

His decision to dispatch helicopters, arms 
and other equipment to Bogoti meets an 
urgent need. It could nark the start of a 
sound, and essential, fo reign policy on drags. 

The bulk of the $5.3 billion Washington 
is spending this year to cattail the spread of 
crack will be targeted domestically on bor- 
der interdiction, law enforcement and drug 
treatment The amount allotted to choke 
the production of drugs in foreign countries 
is pathetic — only $101 million. 

Of that $50 nriffion. less than 1 percent d 
total anti-drug spending goes to cninmhia, 
Bolivia and ran. which supply most of the 
world’s cocaine. The extraordinary news 
from Colombia underscores the unbalance. 

Drag lords assassinated a judge, a police 
chief and a presidential candidate, provok- 
ing President Virgilio Barco Vargas to order 
mass arrests, seizures of drug traffickers’ 
assets and extraditions to the United States. 

Washington recognized the need to help. 

Even before last week’s arrests, Colombi- 
an police had waged an aggressive cam- 
paign to destroy drag laboratories. 

They seized large amounts of cocaine and 
the chemicals used to process it. 

Yet the Colombian anti-narcotics police 
have so few helicopters that they can only 


cany out one operation at a time. 

Mr. Bosh called for accelerated delivery 
of 20 helicopters already on order and 
found $65 million in emergency funds to 
provide an additional 20, and other nnEtaxy 
supplies. The president is expected to call 
for an nAtirinnal $250 millirw in aid to 
Colombia, Peru and Bolivia when he out- 
lines his drug strategy onSepL 5.

In Peru and Bolivia, coca is a major 
source of income and employment. Simply 
destroying the crop could topple a Bolivian 
economy that enjoys only fragile stability. 

Peru is fighting a losing battle with far- 
left guerrillas — who would love to fan 
resentment over American-sponsored de- 
struction of coca, fanning. 

Thus any moves against coca fanning 
need to proceed with caution and include a 
plausible, well-financed way to help farm- 
ers grow other crops. 

That is a tall order, but it may be more 
feasible now than ever before. 

In the early ’80s. a hundred pounds of 
coca leaves cost S4Q to grow and could sell 
for $400, off ering poor Andean fanners the 

chan ce for unbelievable wealth. 

Bat the price has fallal in recent years. A 
hundred pounds today may fetch oidy $70. 

Increasing military pressure on the mid- 
dlemen could drive the price down further. 
But that could force huge numbers of farm- 
ers oat of business and cause chaos. 

A sensible plan would actively hdp farm- 
ers switch to crops like coffee or oranges. 

That would entail offering money to de- 
stroy coca, credits for new plantings, per- 
haps coffee or juice processing plants and 
price guarantees. Estimates of the bill for 
such help nm into the hundreds of minions 
and may exceed anything now contemplat- 
ed by the Bush administration. 

But last week’s events, in both Colombia 
and the White House, suggest a refreshing 
willingness to pursue a meaningful supply- 
country policy. Such a policy can oaJy com- 
plement government efforts to strengthen 
law enforcement and drag treatment at 
home. It would add a valuable new weapon 
to the anti-drag arsenal 

And the goal — getting Andean countries 
oat of the cocaine business — could well be 
worth the expense.

For the Captive Nations 


The season of 50th anniversary remem- 
brances of the events of World War II has 
begun, and with overdue justice it readies 
the Baltics in time to give momentum to a 
remarkable surge for independence. In Au- 
gust 1939. Nazi Germany and Communist 
Russia concluded a non-aggression pact 
that led relentlessly to general war. It also 
secretly laid the basis for Soviet destruction 
of the independence of Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania, and for their incorporation into 
the Soviet Union. After the war Gammy 
was compelled to surrender its iQ-gottea 
treaty gams, but the Kremlin retained what 
it had acquired. Of all the nations hurt by 
the war, only the three an the Baltic coast 
failed to reimerge, even theoretically, as 
sovereign states. 

Here lies the source of the tremendous 
emotion propeQiag foe national movements 
in the Baltic states now. Victimized by the 
Germans in the war, they were also victim- 
ized terribly by those who displaced die 
Germans — denationalized, annexed, re- 
pressed, commumzed and militarily occu- 
pied. Throughout their ordeal, the Baltics 
often received short shrift from those in the 


sympathy. The matter of their indepen- 
dence was never high on the international 
a gen da, and they have had to contend with 
the debilitating inannation that they them- 
selves flirted with Hitler — an insinuation 
now being echoed in Moscow. Their politi- 
cal strivings were commonly received as 
disruptive, “unrealistic” threats to interna- 
tional stability, perhaps of some nmsty his- 
torical merit but essentially unhelpful to the 
greater good of world peace. Their designa- 
tion as “captive nations” was derided by 
too many of us as sell -dramatization by 
right-wing fanigrts. 

These are some of the handicaps the Baltic 
peoples have overcome in straggling for na- 
tional renewal and liberation. They have

The OAS Just Mumbled 


The Panama crisis offered the Organiza- 
tion of American States a rare opportun i ty 
to demonstrate the advantages of coopera- 
tive hemisphere diplomacy. 

Ti fl qM d . by its tumbling, mumbling re- 
sponse, the OAS has discredited multilatera- 
lism, undermining tbe very principle it must 
sustain in order to play a meaningful rule. 


Latin America's leaders rightly fault

Washington’s record of go-it-alone diplo- 
macy and unilateral intervention. 

Far better, they argue, to danse regional 
solutions to shared hemispheric problems. 

But multilateral approaches can only 
work if Latin nations themselves shoulder 
uncomfortable diplomatic responsibilities. 

Last week’s OAS meeting cm Panama sug- 
gests that they remain unwilling to do so. 

The Bush administration deserves credit 
for turning to the OAS in May when Gener- 
al Manuel Antonio Noriega’s brazen elec- 
toral fraud brought violence to Panama 
streets. That marked a welcome departure 
from the Reagan administration's cowboy 
approach to regional issues, and a recogni- 
tion that such swaggering can provoke op- 
position even to reasonable U.S. goals. 

Panama seemed a natural candi d ate for 
regional actum. Even Latins reluctant to 
interfere in other countries’ affairs would 
study acknowledge legitimate grounds for 
intervention. Almost every OAS number is 


now committed to protecting democracy. 

Thanks to earlier Noriega mischief, Pan- 
ama is suspended from the working dub of 
Latin democracies. Further, the general 
threatens neighboring states by letting in- 
ternational drug syndicates use Panama. 
Those syndicates have new declared war on 
Colombia’s government, and collaborate 
with guerrillas elsewhere. And General 
Noriega’s lawlessness complicates execu- 
tion of the Panama Canal treaties, treaties 
vitally important to die region. 

Yet after three months of failure to per- 
suade General Noriega to make meaningful 
concessions, tbe OAS has now settled for an 
insipid statement that “resolutely exhorts” 
Panamanians on both sides to settle their 
differences. The mediators then shameless- 
ly blame U.S. troop maneuvers for poison- 
ing the negotiating climate, even while Gen- 
eral Noriega uses the Panamanian military 
as bis principal political tooL 
Meanwhile, the momentum of his oppo- 
sition’s apparent election triumph last 
spring has been lost General Noriega has 
regained his iron grip, turning OAS inepti- 
tude to his propaganda advantage. 

In theory, multilateral diplomacy re- 
mains the best approach in dealing with this 
canny but vulnerable tyrant The OAS fias- 
co rides giving multilateralism a bad name.

Glasnost Gives Genghis 
Back to the Mongolians 


U LAN BATOR, Mongolia — 
One of the most remarkable ex- 
amples of glasnost in the Sonet bloc 
is taking puce far from view — be- 
yond tbe steppe lands and the wastes 
of the Gobi Desert in Central Asia.

There is talk that 50 yean cf 
history — most of the years since the 
Communist revolution “triumphed" 
here in 1921 — was aD a mistake. 

Some of the revolution’s founding 
fathers have been dubbed, in articles 
in foe official bat now free-wheeling 
press, “people blinded tty ignorance 
and narrow-mindedness. Some 
Mongolians want to putt down the 
statue of Stalin in a main street here 
and also one of Mongolia’s own Sta- 
lin, Cboybalsan. who was recently 
blamed by President Jambyn Bai- 
monh for having killed thousands. 

There is even talk of ejecting Choy- 
balsan’s mummified body from foe 
mausoleum in Ulan Bator's vast main 
square A later dictator, Tsedenbai, a 
Soviet yes-man who acquiesced to the 
earlier killings, has also been publidy 
criticized by President Batmonh. 

The Mongolians say they want re- 
lations with all countries, and there 
seems no doubt they mean it Thou- 
sands have been studying En gKsh by 
watching a BBC program on televi- 
sion. Children over 13 are learning to 


freely and critically and eves 
argued with foe Soviet leader. Surely 
the people would see these meetings 
as a feather in Mr. Gorbachev's cap. 

Instead, many people were deeply 
disappointed by the congress.

As the 
central event of this century, it merits 
examination and reflection. 

Half a century ago, Hitler’s Panzer 
divisions breached Poland’s borders; 
now freedom and democracy are 
reasserting themselves where Hitler 
set oat to crash them. 

Most trade is foe fact that Japan 
and Germany, the aggressor 
that lost foe war, have reconged 
stronger than ever, wink the economy 
of the Soviet Union, a victor, has never 
recovered from foe devastation. 

It was the war that changed Wash- 
ington from sleepy small town to 
world caphaL As David Brinkley 
wrote in his Rue memoir, “Washing- 
ten Goes to War,” foe prewar capital 
“was a town and a government en- 
tirely unprepared to take on the glob- 
al responsibilities suddenly thrust 
upon it." Up to 1939, tbe budget of 
foe federal government never M 
been bigger than $9 billion. At die 
cad of foe war, it was $91 hflitinm- 

Sucfa a shift measures a wholly dif- 
ferent relationship bet w e en a nprinn 
and its people, on one side, and a 
capital and government on the other. 
From foe tima draft notices began 
arriving in 1940, “foe feds" have been 
more in A m e ri ca n s' lives than ever. 

Fortunately, the U.S. economy was 
growing as welL The demand * of tbe 
war ended foe last vestiges of foe 
Great Depression and accelerated 
enormously foe expansion of the 
country’s industrial nmehma The 
gross national product more than 
doubled in six years and kept grow- 
ing. Well that it did, for the United 
States took on unprecedented world 
obligations. Even after demobilize - 
lion, U.S. forces r emai ned on duty in 
several places around foe globe. 

The war transformed society as 
wdL Millions of men were given their 


into occupations their fathers could 
not have dreamed of attaining. 

The resulting growfo of the suburbs, 
along with the wartime movement of 
Southern Macks into defense jobs in 
Northern dries, recast US. politics. 
After Hairy Truman, the Democrats 
were able to dect a president only 
three rimes in foe next 10 elections. 
The new Republican base was in foe 
suburbs and the white South.

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Israel Probes Reserve Officer 
Implicated in Colombia Affair

JERUSALEM — Israel, stung 
by reports that some of its citizens 
trained hit squads for Colombian 
drug cartels, opened an investiga- 
tion Sunday of a reserve coland 
accused of giving unlicensed weap- 
ons- training in Colombia. 

The head of the criminal investi- 
gations division, Yehoshoa CaspL 
said on Israeli radio that the police 
would investigate whether the re- 
serve colonel, Yair Klein, and his 
security firm had disclosed nrifiiaiy 
expertise to unofficial bodies 
abroad without authorization. He 
said the police were acting on a 


Army Radio said that the charge 
earned a maximum three-year jul 
sentence. 

Colombia’s intelligence agency 
said last week that mercenaries 
from Israel, Britain and tbs United 
States had trained paramilitary 
squads linked to Colombian drug 
lords. 

In radio and television inter- 
views, Colonel Klein acknowl- 
edged naming Colombian farmers 
to use weapons for self-defense, but 
denied any connection with the co- 
caine trade. 

“We directed an organization in 
protecting their cattle,” he said, 
adding that later, that organization 
had apparently “rimply crossed the 


limit" to illegal activity. 

Pledging to help the investiga- 
tion, Colonel Klein added: “It ap- 
pears Commander Caspi will have 
to investigate many senior officers, 
inducting some who are now in the 
Knesset, on their own involvement. 
If they are looking for a scapegoat, 
please, let’s find all the rest.” 

The Israeli cabinet took up the 
controversy Sunday, with Educa- 
tion Mini^w Yi tzhak Navon de- 
manding the recall of all Israeli 
military advisers working abroad 
without a government license. 

■ Concern Over Image 

Joel Brinkley of The New York 
Times reported earlier from Jerusa- 
lem: 

The Israeli government is trying 
to distance itself from Israeli mer- 
cenaries reported to have been su- 
pervising the assassination squads 
of Colombian drug traffickers. 

Israeli officials are known to be- 
lieve that Colonel Klein's reported 
activities are doing tittle to hdp 
Israel’s international image. His 
voice was heard on a videotape 
provided by drug traffickers show- 
ing commandos apparently carry- 
ing out an assassination. 

Mar Ami l, former head of Mos- 
sad, Israel's intelligence service, 
said of the Klein case: “The great- 
est damag e is faat , rather than be- 


ing known as producers in agricul- 
ture. in genetics, in medicine, our 
trademark is now in the security 
business, whether it be weapons or 
support systems.” 

Since word of the possible in- 
volvement of Israeli nationals in 
the drug traffickers’ hit squads be- 
came known last week, the Foreign 
Ministry has repeatedly stated that 
the Israeli government has no con- 
nection with Colonel Klein or any 
other Israelis who may be working 
with drug traffickers. 

The ministry added that no na- 
tion could control the activities of 
all its citizens living or traveling 
abroad, and the government offi- 
cially notified Colombia on Thurs- 
day that Israel was willing to do 
whatever it could to assist in its war 
against the cocaine cartels. 

In a statement issued last week, 
the Defense Ministry said that Col- 
onel Klein’s security consulting 
concern, called Spearhead, bad no 
government peimit to work in Co- 
lombia, os required by Israeli law. 

The statement said: “An inquiry 
carried out by the Defense Minis- 
try indicates that the defense estab- 
lishment has never issued permits 
to Israelis to operate in any coun- 
try, Colombia among them, in the 
selling of military expertise to, or 
training of. nongovernment ele- 
ments, or dements not subject to 
the rule of the state.”

The movement's success has 
forced the more mainstream Latvi- 
an Popular Front, the largest orga- 
nization in the republic, to call for 
independence as a long-term goal. 

Similar developments have taken 
place in the neighboring Baltic re- 
publics of Lithuania find Estonia. 
To keep pace with public opinion, 
grass-roots movements that were 
formed “to support perestroika" 
have been forced to endorse striv- 
ings for national independence. 

“At first nobody wanted to say 
the word “independence’ because 
they feared Moscow’s reaction," 
said Andres Raid, a r ep o r ter for 
Estonian television. “But then 
someone said T and nothing hap- 
pened. Then they said ‘N’ and still 
nothing happened. Eventually they 
blurted out the entire word.” 

The most important debate in 
the Baltic republics is not about 


methods such as ^citizens’ con- 
gresses.”

idependence activists look 
back to the period between the two 
world wars as a Golden Age. Dom- 
inated for centuries by Russia, 
Sweden and Poland, the Baltic re- 
gion achieved independence after 
World War I and the 1917 Bolshe- 
vik Revolution. Parliamentary de- 
mocracy eventually gave way to 
dictatorship — but at least it was 
their own dictatorship. 

The Baltic states were assigned 
to the Soviet “sphere of influence” 
under a secret deal between Hitler 
and Stalin concluded on Aug. 23, 
1939. Known as the Molotov- Rib- 
ben trap pact after the Soviet and 
German foreign ministers, it paved 
the way for Germany’s move into 
Poland the next month and the 
Soviet atiTimtirtn of Lithuania. 
Latvia and Estonia in June 1940. 

After Mr. Gorbachev came to 
power in 1985, the Baltic republics 
were tadtiy encouraged to seek 
greater autonomy from Moscow. 


The new Soviet leader evidently re- 
garded the region, with its snail 
population ana westward-looking 
traditions, as an ideal testing 

ground for perestroika. 

But white perestroika has al- 
lowed the Baltic peoples greater 
freedom of expr e ssi on than they 
enjoyed far decades, it also has 
added to their sense of frustration. 
Many activists now lode bade an 
the May session of the new Soviet 
legislature, the Congress of Peo- 
ple's Deputies — which demon- 
strated that reformers were in a 
min o ri ty — as providing a boost to 
separatist sentiment. 

“We have lost our belief in the 

eragrLLatvian state witiriii the So- 
viet Union," said lanis Freunanis, 
a Popular Front leader. “Baltic 
deputies to the Congress were disil- 
lusioned to discover that the other 
republics did not support our 
struggle for autonomy. We were 
alone.”

NEW YORK —Orders for Un- 
made machin e tools dropped 20.7 
percent in July from the June level, 
according to a report for release 
Monday, as the slowdown in the 
automobile industry continued to 
hurt makers of factory machinery. 

The Association for Manufac- 
turing Technology said in its 
monthly report that the July figures 
represented the lowest monthly lev- 
el of new orders this year. For the 
first seven months of the year, or- 
ders for machine tools were down 
18.5 percent compared with the 
first seven months of 1988. 

The association said orders de- 
clined to $190.9 million in July, 
from June’s $240.7 million. Com- 
pared with July of last year, orders 
were down 25.1 per ce nt, the report 
said. 

Although the third quarter is his- 
torically the weakest period for or- 
ders for U.S. machine tools, some 
industry analysts said the figures 
revealed deeper problems than the 
typical seasonal slowdown. They 
attributed the continued decline to 
the strength of the Hollar and slow- 
er economic growth, in addition to 
auto-industry production cutbacks. 

“We are seeing a widening circle 
of slowing in the economy,” said 
Ronald Petrie, an analyst with Mc- 
Donald & Go. in Cleveland. “The 


slowing goes beyond the cutbacks 
in auto production. We’re also see- 
ing a lot more softness in steel 
prices and industrial commodities 
are softening." 

He added. “American manufac- 
turers are playing things conserva- 
tively and as a result, we’re seeing 
more and more delays in their or- 
ders for new machine tools.” 

Machine tools ore power-driven 
devices that cut or shape metal 
parts used in everything from ap- 
pliances to vehicles. Economists 
consider their sales and orders im- 
portant indicators of capital- 
spending patterns by makers of 
large products like automobiles. 

Several machine-tool producers 
said they had been encouraged by a 
consistently high level of inquiries. 

“Although the automobile in- 
dustry orders have not been strong 
we’re seeing strength in aircraft and 
aerospace, farm equipment and 
construction,” said Richard O. 
Priebe, a spokesman for Cross & 
Tracker Cop., the second-largest 
U.S. maker of maehine tools. 

L Michael Braig. an analyst with 
Prescott Ball & Turben, said that 
he expected orders to decline 15 to 
20 p er c ent overall tins year. “I 
don’t see the rate of decline chang- 
ing veiy much," Mr. Braig said. 
“What we’re seeing now is pretty 
much the picture for the rest of the 
year.”

Nixdorf: The Weight of a Legend

FRANKFURT — Klaus Luft, 
c h a irman of Nixdorf Computer 
AG, was given a tough act to follow 
when he unexpectedly succeeded 
Heinz Nixdorf, founder of the 
West German computer concern, 
as chairman in March 1986. 

Mr. Nixdorf, who died erf a heart 
attack at 60 while dan ring a g a 
c ompany party, was a flamboyant 
entrepreneur. He was a man who 
used technical dolls and marlraring 
acumen to build an international 
computer concern that pioneered a 
number erf electronic tools in the 
1960s. 

He is revered as almost the 
German wigtanw of a 
imtemehner, the Ger man word 
that comes closest to “entrepre- 
neur.” 

Ihe Nixdorf legend weighs an 
Mr. Loft, particularly because the 
company, which produces mini- 
ccmputcrs, personal computers, of- 
fice tystems, software ana telecom- 
nmnications eq ui pment, has run 
into severe problems. 

After years of profitability and a 
reputation as West Germany’s 
glamour stock, the company has 
suffered losses. The German busi- 
ness press has tended to blame Mr. 
Luft for Nixdorfs troubles, criti- 
cizing his background, which is in 
sales and marketing rather than the 
technical end of the business, 
where Nixdorf began. 

But Mr. Loft and industry ana- 
point to global problems in 
minicomputer business as the 
root erf Nixdorfs troubles. 

Mr. Luft, 49, says the company is 
counting on a management restruc- 


turing. cost cutting and increased 
focus on software and services to 
turn itself around. 

Nixdorf recently posted a loss of 
297 million Deutsche marks 
(SI 51 .5 miQion) for the first half of 
1989, compared with a loss of 26 
million DM in the same 1988 peri- 
od. Sales were up 5 percent, to 
2.426 bOliou DM, from 2312 bfl- 
lion a year earlier. 

Its results have hurt Nixdorfs 
stock price, which dosed at 3553 
DM on Friday after being as high 
as 380 DM in July. 

Mr. Luft attributes the losses to 
higher costs, particularly for mem- 
ory chips, as well as the restructur- 
ing and fierce competition in small 
computers. 

“we aren’t the only minicomput- 
er maker in the world who is suffer- 
ing,” be said in an interview. “Look 
at Norsk Data in Norway, or Wang 
Computer is the UJL The entire 
small -com puter industry is having 

problems. 

Nixdorf had a history of aggres- 
sive expansion since Mr. Nixdorf 
founded the company in 1952 as 


the Laboratory for Impulse Tech- 
nology. lt was slow to abandon that 
strategy at a time when fierce com- 
petition and soaring costs were re- 
shaping the minicomputer market. 

“We assessed the market incor- 
rectly." Mr. Luft now concedes. “It 
was a management miqudgment.” 

“There isn’t a minicomputer 
maker who isn’t having difficul- 
ties.” said BQl Coleman, who fol- 
lows the industry for James Capd 
ft Co. in London. “But Nixdorf 
still has strengths. The company 
pioneered the art of engineering 
solutions for specific customers in 
Europe.” 

He said the company had a large 
and loyal customer base and was 
one of the most powerful software 
companies in Europe. 

Margot SchOnen, analyst with 
Westdeulscbe Landcsbank AG in 
Dusseldorf, said: “They have about 
3 billion marks in financial assets, 
so the high losses are not existence- 
threaienmg. Ihe first half of this 
year could be the turning print, but 
it will take a long time until they 
return to profitability.”

WASHINGTON — A report by 
the U.S. government raises con-

The Commodity Futures Trad- 
ing Commission, winch oversees 
U3. futures markets, said Friday 
that an initial review of the emer- 
gency liquidation in the soybean 
futures market found no examples 
of self-dealing. 

But Senator Patrick Leahy, 
Democrat of Vermont and Agricul- 
ture Committee chairman, noted 
that the report raised possible con- 
flict-of-interest questions about 
several officials who voted for the 


forced reduction of holdings in July 
soybean futures contracts. 

“The CMC must question those 
Chicago Board of Trade directors 
participating in the July soybean 

decision whose affiliated firms held 
net short positions in the July soy- 
bean contract in house or customer 
accounts," Mr. Leahy said in a 
statement issued by his office. 

“Credibility is paramount for ex- 
changes in carrying out their self- 
regulatory functions," he said. 
“The public will not tolerate self- 
dealing or conflict of interest by 
exchange directors or insiders." 

The Board of Trade, the world’s 
largest commodity exchange, is- 
sued an emergency order last 
month requiring traders to reduce 
their holdings in soybean futures 
contracts. 


That decision touched off wild 
swings in soybean prices and 
sparked sharp criticism by farm 
groups, while traders saw the value 
of their futures holdings drop. 
Those with short positions stood to 

gain from the emergency order be- 
cause it resulted in a steep drop in 
soybean prices. 

The Board of Trade has said it 
took the acti on after consulting 
with the CFTC because a subsid- 
iary erf the Italian grain-trading 
group, Fenuzzi Fin armaria SpA, 
failed to voluntarily reduce its large 
holdings in July soybeans. 

Board of Trade officials have 
said the exchange was worried that 
soybean supplies were insufficient 
to meet the large holdings of con- 
tracts for July delivery of beans in 
the final days of trading in that 
contract.

Vietnam Sets 
HardCurrency 
Rules for Firms

HANOI — Foreign compa- 
nies setting up in Vietnam will 
have to pay taxes and make 
deposits in hard currency, the 
official Nhan Dan newspaper 
reported over the weekend. 

According to a government 
decree, the money received 
would be placed in a “central 
foreign-currency fund” ad- 
ministered by the Finance 
Ministry “to respond to the 
state budget’s foreign-curren- 
cy requirements.” 

Foreign or foreign -part- 
nered companies' fiscal obli- 
gations must be covered in 
hard currency, as well as taxes 
on and foreign firms’ 

use of Vietnamese airspace, 
the newspaper said. 

The amount of deposits 
would depend on how much 
money the firm needed to cov- 
er operating costs and export 
activities. The deposits would 
be exchanged for dong at cur- 
rent rates. One dollar is worth 
about 4,000 dong. 

For companies from social- 
ist countries, which make pay- 
ments in rubles, the decree 
said the exchange rate would 
be regularly revised "based on 
the variation in the price of 
imported goods and materials 
paid for in convertible rubles."

There Are Changes , 
Though Not Among 
The Powers That Be

SMU is back on the field, Michi- 
gan is bade on top the polls, Notre 
Dame is back in contention and the 
ball is bade on the ground for extra 
points and field goals. But four of 
the most familiar figures in college 
football won't be back on the side- 
lines for the 1989 season. 

After enduring an NCAA “death 
sentence" that killed its football 
for two years. Sot them 
list University returns SepL 
2 against Rice with a scaled-down 
squad and upgraded standards. 

“This is the most unique situa- 
tion a university ever found itself in 
as far as football" said the athletic 
director, Doug Single. “We’re on 
our last chance here. We've got to 
make it work, or it’s over " 

To prevent another scandal the 
school has instituted numerous 
safeguards and reforms. All ath- 
letes must now take an ethics 
course, boosters are banned from 
recruiting and there are tests on the 
NCAA rales that SMU has repeat- 
edly broken over the years. 

Coach Forrest Gregg, who left 
the Green Bay Packers of the Na- 
tional Football League to return to 
his alma mater, begins the season 
with only 42 scholarship players 
and just three with college game 
experience. One is wide receiver 
Michael Bowen, who played for 
SMU in 1986, then spent a year at 
jto Dallas, 
e’s no pressure because we 
don’t have anything to lose." Bow- 
en said. “At Georgia, you have a lot 
to lose every game you play." 

Scandal has rarely been a prob- 
lem at Notre Dame, which prides 
itself cm winning without cheating 
or bending the rides.

16. Almost all of "Bo Schem- 
bechler's top guns return from a 
Rose Bowl team that came within 
six points of a perfect season. 

As athletic director. 5chem- 
bechler shared in Michigan's 
NCAA basketball title last season. 
As coach, though, be has sever woo 
a national championship. 

This could be the year. 

"This is a difficult year for the 
football coach at a school predomi- 
nantly known for basketball" he 
said, joking, “but we will try to live 
up to our basketball team." 

Although Nebraska's Tom Os- 
borne has the best winning percent- 
age of any active coach in college 
football the Cornhuskers have not 
won a national championship dur- 
ing his 16-year reign.

(published in England by Carca- 
aet. with illustrations by Philip 
Norman).

N EW YORK — Four people gaze at a steeple. A 
minister secs a religious monument. A mechani- 
cal engineer sees a balance of forces and materials.

Hanap’s New Standard French and English Dictio- 
nary defines deformation professionnelh as “profes- 
sional idiosyncrasy; vocational bias.” But Harrap’s 
secondary definition —“distortion of map projection, 
photographic image" — hulls at the term’s broader 
meaning: a view of reality biased by one’s profession,

or a marriage of foreign and English words, that 
aucdiwriy conjure up notions that would haw re- 
quired many more words if expressed only in English.
